2. GENEVA. WASHPOST HEADS GENEVA UPI, GENEVA ARMS TALKS 
STILL IN DOLDRUMS, UPI REPORTING 25- NATION CONFERENCE 
STILL IN DOLDRUMS AS AT SECOND MEETING IN ROW THERE WAS NO 
SPEAKER; ONLY STATEMENTS SO FAR HAVE BEEN THOSE OF US 
RUSSIA. 

3. TROOPS. TUESDAY NYTIMES HAD WASHINGTON REUTERS 
REPORTING GEORGE BALL WARNED CONGRESS AGAINST ALLOWING 
EUPHORIA OVER PROGRESS TOWARD IMPROVED EAST WEST RELATIONS 
TO LEAD TO AN EARLY WITHDRAWAL OF SOME AMERICAN TROOPS 
FROM WESTERN EUROPE, TESTIFYING AT BEGINNING OF HOUSE 
FOREIGN AFFAIRS SUBCOMMITTEE HEARINGS ON WITHDRAWAL 

RESOLUTIONS. ACCORDING REUTERS, BALL SAID THAT DESPITE 
PROGRESS TOWARD A BETTER INTERNATIONAL CLIMATE ONE MAY 
STILL SUSPECT SOVIET LEADERSHIP CONTINUES TO CHERISH 
POLITICAL AMBITIONS IN WEST. WHEN CHALLENGED BY

SCURRY OF MANY NATIONS TO ACHIEVE ACCOMMODATION COULD

3 B. TUESDAY WASHPOST HEADLINED GETLER, EUROPE PULLBACK 
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PACT SEEN 1 TO 2 YEARS AWAY, GETLER REPORTING SCHLESINGER 
ESTIMATED BEFORE SENATE ARMED SERVICES THAT IT MIGHT TAKE 
ANOTHER YEAR OR TWO TO FIND OUT IF AN AGREEMENT CAN BE 
REACHED ON MUTUAL EAST- WEST TROOP CUTS PERMITTING WITH-

5. RUSSIAN RELATIONS. UNDER TITLE, A BAD SOVIET- AMERICAN 
AGREEMENT, WASHPOST SEES NIXON MAKING SERIOUS ERROR IN 
APPROVING THE AGREEMENT ON CONTACTS, EXCHANGES AND 
COOPERATION- IN HIS EAGERNESS TO CARRY OFF A SUCCESSFUL 
SUMMIT- IN VIEW OF FACT RUSSIANS HOUND AND BAN

ABLE SENTIMENT HAS INCREASED FROM 5 PERCENT TO 34 PERCENT

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6. TESTS. WEDNESDAY WASHPOST HAS WELLINGTON STORY RE-
